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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 



The County Commissioners in compliance with the re- 
quirements of Chapter 153, Acts of 1897, submit the follow- 
ing report : 

In the last annual report they endeavored to show the 
amount of money expended under each item of appropria- 
tion as well as the authority for such expenditures, giving 
also the title of different persons authorized to pass upon 
and approve bills against the county. There seems to be no 
need of a repetition of this and so they will confine them- 
selves in this report to fewer subjects, referring to the care- 
fully prepared report of the County Treasurer for specific 
details. 

REDUCTION OF THE COUNTY DEBT. 
There was due from the County to the Commonwealth 
on the first of January, 1898, on accoimt of State Highway 
construction the sum of $28,932.58, and on account of 
Registry of Deeds and Court House construction to the 
Commonwealth $20,000; to the Salem Savings Bank $40,- 
000; and to the South Boston Savings Bank, $20,000. 
There has been paid during the year to the Commonwealth 
on account of Highway Construction the sum of $11,785.56, 
(not including interest), and on its other loans the sum of 
$io,ooo- But there has been added to the liabilities of the 
County, on account of State Highway construction during 
the year the sum of $6,952. The interest bearing indebted- 
ness being now $14,576 less than on January ist., 1898. In 
the list of estimates for 1899 as prepared by the Commis- 
sioners amounting to $109,000, the item for the payment of 
State highway indebtedness is $18,000. If the Legislature 
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approves of this, the amount remaining due on the State 
Highway account will be small. 

REPAIRING, FURNISHING AND IMPROVING 
COUNTY BUILDINGS. 
The largest item of expense under this appropriation 
was that for repairs on the House of Correction, amounting 
to twelve hundred and eleven dollars and eighty -five cents. 
This was an unexpected but a necessary expenditure caused 
by a defect in the structure of the brick wall and chimney. 
All work in repairing County buildings has been done by 
the day. No liabilities have been incurred in the construc- 
tion of new buildings. 

HIGHWAYS, BRIDGES AND LAND DAMAGES. 

Of the highways altered by the County Commission- 
ers during the year 1898 none have, we think, been com- 
pleted. No private ways have been laid out. No better- 
ments have been estimated or awarded under any decree is- 
sued in 1898, but before issuing the one imder petition 
of C. L. Stevens and others of Rockland, the Commissioners 
required the Bridgewater, Whitman and Rockland Street 
Railway to deposit with the County Treasurer the sum of 
$1,100, this being the sum of the awards made under this 
petition. The alteration of this way was an acknowledged 
benefit of the electric road, and by its attorney it expressed 
its willingness to bear the cost of the alteration. There are 
no suits pending in relation to damages occasioned by the 
laying out of highways in 1898. The County paid to the 
town of East Bridgewater during the year under an order 
of the County Commissioners the sum of four hundred and 
fifty dollars, and to the town of Pembroke the sum of three 
thousand dollars as a part of the expenses incurred by said 
towns in the construction of highways altered in said towns 
by the County Commissioners during the year 1897. There 
have been allowed during the year special sums to the per- 
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sons hereinafter named on account of land damages wher- 
ever the highways were altered in 1898 or previous thereto.

Of the highways ordered to be built in 1897 and which 
had not been entered upon for the purposes of construction 
at the beginning of the year, no petition has been received, 
whereby the Commissioners have been obliged to execute 
their own decree, except in the case of the alteration of the 
King's Highway in the town of Rochester, described in the 
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report of 1897, under petition of John T. Pierce, et alu In 
this case, the Commissioners issued a call for bids for con- 
structing that part of the way within the town of Rochester, 
and after due notice and a hearing, a contract was made 
with L. B. Pratt of Middleborough, he being the lowest 
bidder, to construct the same on or before the first day of 
June, 1899, for the sum of $1,074.00. 

Upon the petition of James W. Baker and others of 
Wareham for specific repairs upon the highway leading 
from Onset Bay to Buzzards Bay, the petition was dis- 
missed, the necessities having been otherwise provided for. 

Upon petition of Lot Phillips and others for specific 
repairs upon the highway in Scituate leading to Scituate 
Harbor, the petition was dismissed, the town authorities 
having made all necessary repairs. 

Upon the petition of Enos M. Stoddard and others for 
the discontinuance of the new lay-out of Spring street in 
Marshfield, the petition was dismissed, the Commissioners 
failing to see that any public convenience would follow the 
discontinuance of a lay-out so recently and deliberately 
made. Nor could they see how an engineer could improve 
upon his original plan, to say nothing of what expense 
might follow any change. 

On the petition of George Sampson and others of 
Marshfield for the laying out of a town way at Green Har- 
bor, Marshfield, the Commissioners were of the opinion that 
it was a case in which the town should act, and therefore 
dismissed the petition. 

On the petition of Stephen D. Hadley and others of 
Marion for the laying out of a townway and a coun- 
ty way in said town, the Commissioners ordered the 
town to make a record of a partial layout made by the 
town, and also laid out a portion of the way as asked 
for by their petition. The parties whose lands were taken, 
claimed no damage, and therefore no awards were made. 
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Owners of land taken were given until December first, 1898, 
to remove all obstructions, and the town of Marion was or- 
dered to construct said way or ways and make the same safe 
and convenient for the public travel, and to the acceptance 
of the Commissioners before the first day of June, 1899.
